seek to attain is a worthy one and deserv­ 
ing of full support. 
Only the methods they 
would employ are subject to criticism. It 
is not possible to force right attitudes upon 
any person. 
Attitudes must spring from 
within. 
While no advocate of racial segre­ 
gation— even the most bitter— can suc­ 
cessfully argue that Negroes and Mexi­ 
ca n s and other minority groups in Amer­ 
ica are accorded full and free opportuni­ 
ties, yet it is a contradiction of the Bill of 
Rights itself to attempt to spread freedom 
to one group by taking it from another. 
As an individual you have the 
right 
to select your companions. 
If you prefer 
to associate only with men who wear silk 
ties and monocles, that is no concrn at all 
of the government, nor of professional do­ 
gooders. 
It is your privilege to choo.se 
those with whom you associate. 
But, in 
making your choice, if you violate the 
rights of any other person or group, that 
becomes a violation of the principles of

TO HAMLIN PUBLIC: 
, 
On August 31, after nearly three years ot ceasless 
effort to create and get into service a modern hospi­ 
tal for ALL people of this area, I iound that my 
physical strength was such that I had to get away 
into a new atmosphere to recuperate, I was gone 25 
days, and upon returning I began to read about and 
hear unfavorable and damaging statements that 
the Hamlin Hospital Association and its SSO,OOO.OO 
worth of property should be thrown into a receiver’s 
hands or that the whole thing should be sold. 
Either step would destroy not only the usefulness 
of the hospital as a community health center, but it 
would be an admittance that the people of Hamlin, 
a population of perhaps 4,000, are not civic-minded 
enough to stabilize and hold secure such a valuable 
thing as the hospital in their own hands. 
There are no grounds for “ receivership.” 
It would scuttle the hospital if it should be sold. 
I am opposed to any step that would take the hos­ 
pital out of the hands of those who h^ve confidently 
put their hard-earned money into the hospital, with 
the understanding that it shall always remain as a 
democratic-owned and controlled property. 
I shall 
exert every effort to prevent the destruction of the 
Hospital Association by turning it over to any pri­ 
vate party or group of individuals who could and 
might exploit our community. 
HERE ARE SOME FACTS: 
Everything that has been done by the “ organizing 
Board of Directors” has been legal, open and above­ 
board. 
A general meeting of the Membership has 
been held, and reports made of what was done. 
A 
legal, typical Co-Operative Constitution and By-laws 
and rules and regulations, according to law, were 
read and approved. 
A board of nine directors was 
duly elected, and provisions are such that any va­ 
cancy may be filled by those who accept. 
If none 
of the elected directors see fit to accept, then it 
would be proper for the members to have another 
meeting and elect persons who would be willing to 
accept responsibility as officials. 
At this time, as I understand, none of the men 
elected have accepted and drawn for their term of 
office, which must be either for ONE year, TWO 
years or THRICE years. 
Until the duly elected men 
qualify as directors, the legal responsibility remains 
in the hands of the “Organizing Directors” . 
The 
hospital is now suffering for some definite authority. 
Until directors assume authority the Membership 
is the only authority and whatever they do must be 
done by vote in a general meeting. 
If the men elect­ 
ed as directors will serve or if a majority qualifies, 
they can fil vacancies, but if none, then others must 
be elected as soon as possible. 
When a meeting is called all members are notified 
and if a person does not attend that is his fault, and 
those present, regardless of number, constitute a 
quorum to transact business. 
NOW ABOUT FINANCES. 
To complete the building and have enough funds 
to make down payments on equipment, it was nec- 
cessary to make a loan on the property of $15,000.00 
at 5 per cent for a period of IO years, payable quar­ 
terly. Two payments have been made and the next 
one will be on December I. 
The old Board made a 
contract with the two doctors whereby they pay the 
hospital $100.00 each every month. 
This sum in 
three months will more than take care of each quar­ 
terly payment. 
The next payment will be $553.13. 


Each payment grows less every three months. 
So 
as long as the doctors pay for the rooms they occupy 
they will liquidate that loan, and more. 
Equipment, like in nearly all housekeeping and 
business, is purchased by paying so much down and 
the balance over a period of time, so much each 
month. 
The total amount of monthly payments, in­ 
cluding interest on some, is less than $500.00 and 
will grow less as time passes. 
Only the September 
payments are delinquent, and to this date nobody 
has fussed about payment. 
All other payments 
have been made promptly. 
Some of these install­ 
ments will last 8 months, and others will continue 
over nearly 3 vears, unless the people who want to 
stop damaging rumors and slurs, rally behind the 
hospital and pay off all equipment and say, “ we are 
safe from anybody taking out 
stuff 
because 
no 
pay is coming.” 
BUT THE HOSPITAL BELONGS TO THE PEO­ 
PLE, and some seem to think it is a failure and talk 
only failure. 
Some think it has done well as a 
young small hospital and only needs a chance to 
prove it will stand on its own feet. 
This question 
will be voted upon when a meeting is called. 
If it 
is sold, it must be by your vote and not by petition. 
lf it is to be kept in the hands of the people, as start­ 
ed, it can be done by your vote. 
The question: Do* 
you want one man or a few persons to buy the hos­ 
pital at “some price” and enjoy the money that so 
many have contributed to all the people to be used 
and enjoyed by all the people for all time. 
Which 
do YOU want? 
I am for keeping it in the hands 
of the people, regardless of sacrifices, and damag­ 
ing statements. 
NOW ABOUT OPERATING COSTS: 
The hospital started from nothing in the bank, 
February 16, 1048. 
There were no medicines and 
but small supplies. 
Up to September I, the hospi­ 
tal bills receivable amounted to more than $2,000.00 
and enough to meet all items of running expenses 
and have considerable to apply on “open drug ac­ 
counts.” 
Much of this amount was in process of 
collections from insurance companies, but naturally 
some were doubtful. 
The first six months of opera­ 
tions, all bills, except some material and supplies 
on open accounts, were met as promptly as in most 
family accounts. 
There is no grounds to say that 
the services rendered by the hospital will not be 
paid for equal to the cost of operation. 
All departments of the hospital have been w'ell 
staffed by reliable help, and we believe in time more 
registered nurses and technicians can be obtained 
Do not blame anyone if w'e can not find them. 
Our doctors are widening their acquaintances 
and rendering exceptional services to all their p a­ 
tients. 
They are safe and careful. 
We are lucky 
to have them and it w’ould be unfortunate for a long 
time to see their practice in this community disturb­ 
ed. 
Again let me say we need your sympathetic 
support, morally and finacially. 
My services are 
available to the limit of my physical strength and 
also my financial ability. 
Do you w'ant the hospi­ 
tal to continue as wTe started? 
Let us know' in a 
meeting tha£ will be called soon. 
Whichever way 
the members decide I shall accept. 
If the hospital 
is not kept in the hands of the people, then I can­ 
not work for building a hospital to benefit private 
or party owmers.

ncrease in Flu 


Oases Reported; 
Advice Is Given 


T o 414 cases of influenza re­ 
ported in Texas last week, bring the 
incidence of this disease up to 40 
p r cent more than the seven year 
median, as shown from the figures 
submitted by the 181 counties send­ 
ing in sports to the State Health 
Department. 
Influenza wihout 
complications 
may be a fairly mild ailment, ac- 
c rding to Dr. George W. Cox, state 
health officer, but, he pointed out, 
complications ('an turn this disease 
into a danercgus condition 
very 
quickly. 
"Many cases of 
influenza 
are 
mild,” Dr. Cox said. 
“Often they 
lend themselves to treatment read­ 
ily. 
However ,twc important fac- 
| tors enter into the treatment of in- 
j fluenza, and they are. calling the 
I family physician as soon as the first 
■ symptoms appear, and taking life 
very easy for a reasonable length of 
time after the acute stage has sub- 
sided ." 
Dr. O x declared tilt? influenza 
is not mass-oontruliable. 
He em­ 
phasized that maintaining the high­ 
est p ssibie health level at all times 
affords an individual the best pro­ 
tection from contracting this dis- 
eas e. 
"Getting plenty of sleep and rest, 
daily exei ise in the open, nourish­ 
ing foods, and strict personal hy­ 
giene are our best known defenses 
against influenza,” Dr. O x said. 
"This applies to all respiratory dis­ 
eases. 
A person who avoids all 
habits and practices detrimental lo 
a maximum a ell-being 
and 
thus 
builds up a strong resistance to dis­ 
ease, is much less likely to contract 
influenza than is the 
individual 
who does not guard his health In 
this manner."

The Nizam, often called the rich­ 
est m an in the world, and the only 
turviving heir of the great Mogul 
tmpire, wanted to rule an independ­ 
ent hyderabad. 
Whether he could have succeeded 
n doing that, even if the dominion 
government had not opened hostili- 
.ies against him. is questionable. 
Hyderabad is completely landlocked 
m d has no access to the sea except 
ny courtesy of the states surround­ 
ing it. All of its imports and exports, 
therefore, must pass through India. 
WHILE HYDERABAD might pro­ 
fess its independence as a state, 
chances are that the economic and 
political conditions of actual inde­ 
pendence never could be achieved. 
Can India's invasion of Hyderabad 
be justified? Not too easily, if at all. 
It was not a m atter of sending a 
police force into the state to quell 
internal disorders. It was. apparent­ 
ly. a deliberate act of aggression and 
as such should go before the U. N. 
secu rity council for judgment. 
From a practical standpoint there 
was not only no need for the inva­

Too Many Farmers? 
W 
HY, with the increased 
dem and for farm prod­ 
ucts and the fact that farm ­ 
ing is m ore prosperous than 
ever before in its history, is 
there a continual and rapid 
decrease in farm population? 
The bureau of agricultural eco­ 
nomics in answer to that question 
told this reporter that the basic rea­ 
son is simply that there are too 
m any farm ers. As a m atter of fact, 
the farm ers can do the job they are 
doing with m any less farm ers than 
there are today. 


Actual farm population of the 
country as of January I this 
year was 27,439,000 which is a 
decrease of three million since 
1940. So in seven years there 
was a migration of three m il­

farms and to the cities. 


Even so, there are still more than 
enough farm ers to do the gigantic

Best 
estim ates indicate the existence of

farms. And were it not for tne high­ 
er standard of living brought about 
by the advent of electricity and oth­ 
er conveniences on farms, this mi­ 
gration would be even more rapid 
than it is today. 
Machine and power tools, better 
housing and schools, the automo­ 
bile—all have been a deterrant to 
prevent 
this out-farm movement, 
but it hasn’t been enough and the 
simple fact rem ains that the nation 
still could do with fewer farm ers 
and still produce sufficient quan­ 
tities of food to feed the country and 
part of the world. 


Even back in 1930 when there 
were not many jobs in cities, 
one out of seven farmers went 
to the cities to work. 
In 1940 
one out of five farmers worked 
in cities and towns and as point­ 
ed out above, today one out of 
three adults make their living 
or part of it working off the 
farms.

AILING HOUSE

QUESTION: We have just emp­ 
tied the last gallon from our 50- 
gallon range-oil drum, and the 
drum seem s to be full of rust. Is 
there any way to clean this out be­ 
fore we have it refilled? 
ANSWER: 
I believe the lower 
inside part of the drum has prob­ 
ably corroded. If you do not wish 
to buy a new one, you might con­ 
sider having the lower part cut 
out and a new piece welded on. 
After opening up the drum it can 
be cleaned out thouroughly before 
welding on the new piece. 


QUESTION: I have a pair of 
wrought iron candlesticks. I have 
just removed a coat of shiny black 
enamel from them. Now what is 
the correct, dull black paint or 
finish to use on them? 
ANSWER: First wipe with ben­ 
zine to remove all traces of what­ 
ever kind of remover you used to 
take off the old finish. Be careful 
of fire when using benzine. Finish 
the pieces with a flat black paint 
intended for metal surfaces; the 
better stocked paint stores sell 
this paint.

TO H A M L IN PUB LIC: 
On August 31, a fte r nearly three years oi ceasless 
e ffo rt to create and get into service a m odern hospi­ 
tal for ALL people of this area, I found th a t my 
physical strength was such th a t I h ad to get aw ay 
into a new atm o sp h ere to recuperate, I was gone 25 
days, and upon returning I began to read about and 
h e a r unfavorable and d a m a g in g statem ents th a t 
the Hamlin Hospital Association and its $80,000.00 
w orth of property should be th ro w n into a receiver’s 
h an d s or th a t the whole thing should be sold. 
E ither step would destroy not only the u se fu ln e ss 
of the hospital as a com munity health center, but it 
would be an ad m ittance th a t the people of Hamlin, 
a population of perh ap s 4,000, are not civic-minded 
enough to stabilize and hold secure such a valuable 
thing as the hospital in th e ir own hands. 
T h e re are no grounds for “ receivership.” 
It w ould scuttle the hospital if it should be sold. 
I a m opposed to any step th a t would take the hos­ 
pital out of the haixls of those who h#ve confidently 
put th e ir h ard -earn e d money into the hospital, with 
th e und erstan d in g that it shall alw ays rem ain as a 
dem ocratic-owned and controlled property. 
I shall 
exert every effort to p revent the destruction of the 
H ospital Association by turning it over to any pri­ 
vate party or group of individuals who could and 
m ight exploit our com munity. 
H E R E ARE SOM E F A C T S: 
E verything th a t has been done by tin1 “ organizing 
Board of Directors” has been legal, open and above­ 
board. 
A general meeting of the M em bership has 
been held, and reports m ade of w h a t was done. 
A 
legal, typical Co O perative Constitution and By-laws 
and rules and regulations, according to law, were 
re a d an d approved. 
A hoard of nine directors w as 
duly elected, and provisions are such th a t any v a ­ 
cancy may be filled by those who accept. 
If none 
of the elected directors see fit to accept, then it 
would be p ro p e r for the m em bers to have a n o th e r 
m eeting and elect persons who would be willing to 
accept responsibility as officials. 
At this time, as I understand, none of the men 
elected have accepted and d raw n for their term of 
office, which must be either for ONE year, T W O 
years or T H R E E years. 
Until the duly elected m en 
qualify as directors, the legal responsibility rem ains 
in th e h an d s of the “ O rganizing D irectors” .

hospital is now suffering for some definite authority. 
Until directors assume authority the M embership 
is the only authority and whatever they do must be 
done by vote in a general meeting,

they can fil vacancies, but if none, then others must 
be elected as soon as possible. 
W h en a m eeting is called all m em bers are notified 
an d if a person does not attend th a t is his fault, and 
those present, regardless of number, constitute a 
quorum to transact business. 
N O W ABOU T FIN A N C E S . 
To com plete the building ami have enough funds 
to m a k e down paym ents on equipm ent, it was nee- 
ceasary to m ake a loan on the property of $15,000.00 
at 5 p er cent for a period of IO years, payable q u a r ­ 
terly. 
Tw o paym ents have been m ade and the next 
one will he on Decem ber I. 
The old Board m ade a 
contract with the two doctors w hereby they pay th e 
hospital $100.00 each every month. 
This sum in 
three months will more than ta k e care of each q u a r ­ 
terly payment. 
The next paym ent will be $553.13. 


Each pay m en t grows less every three months. 
So 
as long as the doctors pay for the rooms they occupy 
they will liquidate that loan, and more.

and enough to m eet all items of running expenses 
and have considerable to apply on “ open dru g a c ­ 
counts.” 
Much of this am ount was in process of 
collections from insurance companies, hut naturally 
some were doubtful. 
The first six months of o p e ra ­ 
tions, all billa, i xcept some m aterial and supplies 
on open accounts, were met as promptly as in most 
family accounts. 
T here is no grounds to say th a t 
the services rendered by the hospital will not be 
paid for equal to the cost of operation. 
All d e p a rtm e n ts of the hospital have been well 
staffed by reliable help, and we believe in time more 
registered nurses and technicians can be obtained 
Do not blame anyone if we can not find them. 
O ur doctors a re widening their a c q u a i n t a n c e s 
and rendering exceptional services to all their p a ­ 
tients.

QUESTION: We have just emp­ 
tied the last gallon from our 50- 
gallon range-oil drum, and the 
drum seems to be full of rust. Is 
there any way to clean this out be­ 
fore we have it refilled? 
ANSWER: 
I believe the lower 
inside part of the drum has prob­ 
ably corroded. If you do not wish 
to buy a new one, you might con­ 
sider having the lower part cut 
out and a new piece welded on. 
After opening up the drum it can 
be cleaned out thouroughly before 
welding on the new piece.
